Law and League. 


A correspondent draws a com- 
parison between the function of 
law in preserving peace and secur- 
ing justice betwen individuals and 
the funetion of the proposed 
League of Nations in preserving 
peace and securing justice be- 
tween states. 

Whether the comparison is apt 
depends upon what is the charac- 
ter of the League of Nations. The 
law is defensive in its purpose. It 
does not curtail individual rights, 
or suppress legitimate personal am- 
bitions. It only interferes at the 
point where one person’s idea of 
his rights, or his improper obedi- 
ence to ambition, leads him to tres- 
pass upon the rights of some one 
else. 

A defensive league of the Allied 
nations for the purpose of protect- 
ing themselves against future as- 
| saults by vengeful Germany, and 
| against the still greater menace of 
Bolshevik Russia, is in every way 
advisable, and probably necessary. 
A League of Nations embracing 
both the Allies and enemy coun- 
tries, and subjecting all to dicta- 
tion at the hands of whatever na- 
tion can attain to the position of 
dominator in the international au- 
| thority which overrides the inde- 
pendence of all of them, is not 
very likely to be workable, and if 
it works at all is more likely to 
produce war than peace,

PEACE RIVER ODL 


Fitor The Bulletin. 


Sir—l notice in the Edmonton 
Journal of the 22nd inst., an editorial 
reflecting upon the present status of | 
the Peace River oil feld, and which 
has the audacity to question the fact 
| that we have oil in paying quantities 
in the Peace River field. 

For the information of The Journal, 
and for the benefit of any other doubt- 
)er, I deem it not out of place at this 
jtime to give a few facts in regard to 
the Peace River oil field that may not 
be known generally. 
| We have now seven drilling rige in 
the field with six holes down to ap- 
| proximately 1,150 feet, with not a dry 
hole in the lot; but on the contrary, 
with pay oll in every one or them. 

To be sure, there is not a pump in 
any one of them, but if you were dril- 
ling a water well a thousand feet deep 
and the water came up to a height of 
425 feet in the well would you con- 
sider that you had any water? This 
is exactly what has happened in more 
than one well here.

| oil producing sand from 70 to 100 feet

| think of it, oil standing in the well 425 
feet, and the well only 1,000 feet deep.
